ally  occur,  and  also  freezing  te^uperatures 
under  rare  and  unusual  eonditfons,  but 
in  the  more  .southerly  localities  frost’s  are 
absolutely  unknown,  and  .south  of  'I'ampa 
the  temperature  changes  are  so  slight 
that  they  average  hardly  more  than  ten 
degrees.  In  February  and  March,  which 
are  the  most  inclement  of  all  the  months 
in  the  North,  the  climatic  conditions  are 
here  simply  perfect.

System,  which  races  from  New  York  to 
Tampa,  I'lorida,  an  unbroken  train  of  thy,.^ 
most  luxurious  Pullman 
slcejjcrs,  dining  and  library 
cars,  furnished  with  all  the 
comforts  and  elegancies  of  a 
metroiiolitan  hotel.  Coming 
over  this  route,  the  traveler 
has  a glimp.se  of  the  historic 
cily  of  Richmond, ^’a.,  which 
has  a number  of  attractions 
sullicient  to  tempt  many  tour 
isis  t(j  tarry  for  a few  days. 

The  Plant  System  which 
has  done  and  is  doing  so 
much  to  develoji  the  various 
industries  of  Florida,  and  to 
provide  delightful  hotels  in 
ihe  most  desirable  jilaces, 
has  its  nortliern  terminus 
at  Charleston,  vSoiith  Caro 
lina,  the  (.|uaint  and  pietu 
res(|ue  old  ‘ ‘City  by  the  Sea 
Nothing  in  or  about  Charles 
t(»n  is  new  or  glaring,  but 
ai'onnd  it  are  entwined  the 
■genlle  romances  of  generations 
of  a chivalric  people,  interwoven 
with  the  more  stirring  realities 
of  dread  war.  Its  architectin' 
is  characteristic  and  charmin 
and  all  its  own.  Charleston  is  ui 
like  any  other  city  in  this  counti 
and  many  of  its  gabled  man.sioifi 
dating  back  to  colonial  times,  wi'^i 
their  surroundings  of  rose-entwined 
walls  winch  guard,  as  if  jealously 
the  gardens  from  tlie  vulgar  gaze 
the  populace,  look  like  little  bits 
Ijrance  dropped  down  under  our 
southern  sky.  Its  ways  and  habit 
settled  and  serene.  It  lives  calmly  |^nd 


peacefully.  It  maintains  with  the  digni- 
ty and  grace  of  vigorous  old  age  "the 
culture  and  relinement  which  centered 
here  in  earlier  times,  and  is  proud  in  the 
recollection  that  it  was  from  its  precincts 
that  stirring  calls  to  patriotism  were 
sent  jmlsating  throughout  the  colonies. 
The  city  lies  between  the  Ashley  aiid 
Coojicr  rivers  just  where  they  merge 
into  the  ocean,  and  its  location,  with  its 
sea-wall  and  park-like  Battery  along, the 
ocean  front,  reminds  one  of'  New  York. 
Its  streets  are  shaded  winter  and  summer 
by  majestic  moss  draped  five-oak  trees, 
and  its  gardens  bloom  perennially  with 
jlowers  of  infinite  variety  and  color.  In 
its  beautiful  harbor  the  visitor  may  have 
pointed  out  to  him  the'  battle-scarred 
Fort  Moultrie  and  Fort  Sumter.  Nearby 
the  city  are  the  Magnolia  Gardens  and 
many  other  places  of  rare  attractive- 
ness and  interest.

Commercially,  Savannah  is  the  most 
important  city  of  the  South,  excejDting 
only  New  Orleans.  It  is  the  second 
cotton  shipping  port  of  America,  and  has 
always  been  at  the  head  of  the  turpen- 
tine, ro.sin  and  tar  trade.  It  has  five 
lines  of  ocean  steamers,  of  which  two 
operating  ^V<^tweeu  it  and  Northern 


steamers  ply  between  New  York,  Charles- 
ton and  Jacksonville. 

Savannah,  the  next  city  of  im])ortance 
at  which  the  tourist  will'touch  upon  the 
trip  southward,  retains,  as  doe^  Charles- 
ton, much  Colonial  color,  and  many  of 
its  conditions.  It  is  the  headquarters  of 
the  Plant  System,  and  the  chief  seajiort 
of  the  southern  Atlantic.  Savannah  is 
pleasing  and  satisfying..^  ’ It  is  a delight 
to  all  who  visit  it.  Its  mAgnifieeut  Ixnde- 
vards  and  stieets,  shaded,  as  are  those  of 
Charleston,  by  countless  live-oaks,  which 
tlirive  only  in  the  genial  climate  of  the 
vSouth,  are  made  doubly  attractive  by  the 
old  stucco  covered,  vine  embowered  inan- 
sions  facings  tuu^A^lt  has  parks  and

to  White  Bluff,  Thunderbolt  and  Isle  of 
Ho])e,  resort.s  by  the  sea,  and  Honaveii- 
ture,  the  “City  of  the  Dead,’' generally 
considered  the  most  bea'utiful  cemetery, 
from  the  standpointof  nature,  in  America.

cities,  have  carried  from  Savannah  in  a 
single  season  more  than  three  million 
dollars  worth  of  watermelons  and  other 
vegetables  to  the  value  of  over  si.x  mil- 
lions. One  of  these  lines,  the  Ocean 
Steamship  Company,  ^Dopularly  known 
as  the  Savannah  Line,  operates  a fleet  of 
excellent  steamships  between  New  York 
and  Savannah.  The  (lueen  of  this  fleet 
is  “La  Grande  Duchesse,”  owned  by  the 
Plant  System,  and  the  largest  and  most 
elegant  ship  engaged  in  the  coastwi.se 
service.  She  is  404  feet  long,  with  a 
beam  of  47  feet,  and  carries  two  steel 
ma.sts  Her  twin  screws  are  driven  by 
quadruple  expansion  engines  of  7,000 
horsepower,  and  she  is  in  size,  speed 
and  tonnage  an  ocean  flyer.  Her 
interior  appointments  arc  luxuri- 
ous,  and  there  are  accommodations 
upon  her  for  300  first  cabin  and 
400  second  cabin  passengers. 

About  midway  between  Savannah  and 
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Jacksonville  is  Waycro.ss,  a bri.sk  little 
town  where  three  great  arteries  of  the 
Plant  System  meet,  two.. coming  from 
the  South  and  merging  here,  the  other 
being  the  east  and  wesVline  from  Albany, 
Georgia,  to  Brunswick,  one  of  the  most 
attractive  places  in  Georgia.  Here,  more 
tliau  a century  ago,  General  O.glethorpe, 
tlie  then  Governor  of  the  Colony  of 
C.eorgia,  had  his  headquarters,  and  to-

It  is  the  centre  of  an  important 
and  llouri.shing  eoUon  trade  and  has 
rnany  of  the  characteristics  of  southern 
cities.  The  Florida  bound  traveler  from 
Montgomery  will  pass  through  'firoy,  a 
busy  little  commercial  city."  and  Bain- 
bridge,  Georgia,  from  which  point  the 
Plant  System  operates  a line 
of  cxceileut  steamers  on  the 
Chattahoochee  river,

with  their  wholesome  bal- 
samic (xlors.

. much  social  gaiety  at 
'I'homasville  during  the 
winter  season,  and  the  city 
^ is  am])ly  provided  with, 
churches,  sch(X)ls,  hotels 
and  boarding-hou.ses.  It 
has,  in  addition,  among 
othermodern  municipal  advantage.s, 
electric  lights,  waterworks,  and  a 
commodious  opera  house.,  and  is  a most 
desirable  j)lace  in  which  to  establish  a 
winter  home.  The  sho<jting  about 
I homasville  is  very  good,  aud  two  miles 
.out  of  the  city,  over  the  most  beautiful 
roads,  are  the  Country  Club  grounds, 
comprising  300  acres,  'where  Golf  and 
other  games  are  played,  andMarget  and 
live  bird  shooting  are  engaged  in  daily. 

Albany,  Ga.,  where  a number  of  rail- 
roads centering  from  the  North  and  West 
connect  with  the  Plant  vSystem,  is  one  of 
Georgia’s  most  enterprising  cities.  From 
tuis  jroiut  the  tourist  proceeds  to  Way- 
cross.  where  the  line  from  Montgomery 
also  joins  the  main  stem  from  Charles- 
ton and  vSavannah  to  Jack.sonville.

Oceola  County,  is  located 
graphically  ju.st  about  midway 
tween  the  Atlantic  and  the  Gulf 
Mexico,  and  is  the  centre  of  a large 
stock  raising  as  well  as  fruit  and, 
vegetable  region.  It  is  one  the  favor- 
ite tourist  points  in  Florida,  first  because 
it  offers  such  excellent  opportunities  for 
recreation,  sport  and  exploration,  and 
again  because  here  is  located  one  of  the 
hand.some  re.sort  hotels  of  the  Plant 
System  (the  Hotel  Kissimmee),  thus  in- 
suring visitors  a delightful  abiding  place. 
The  house  stands  on  the  very  edge  of 
Lake  'I'ohopekaliga,  which,  notwithsland-

The  broad  verandas  of  the  hotel  alTord 
an  extended  and  varied  view  of  Ink^ 
and  forest,  and  its  interior  arrangements 
are  such  that  all  rooms  look  out  ii])oii  the 
same  enchanting  scene,  for  there  is 
neither  a back  nor  a dark  room  in  the  en- 
tire house,  'rhe  })ublic  rooms  are  taste- 
fully furnished,  and  are  homelike  and 
comfortable.  'I'he  water  is  from  both 
artesian  wells  and  easterns,  and  is 
absolutely  pure,  while  the  sewerage 
system  is  u])  to  the  latest  suggestions 
of  advanced  sanitary  science.  As  to 
the  cuisine,  all  that  is  necessary  is  to 
call  attention  to  the  owuershiji  of  the 
house.  'Fhis  tells  the  story  of  inviting 
viands  and  edibles  and  ])erfect 
service  far  moie  effectively 
than  mere  woi'ds;  for  who  has 
evei'  been  a guest  at  a Plant 
System  Hotel  which  did  not 
offer  a most  teni])ting,  well 
spread  table.  There  is  a good 
orchestra  at  the  Kissimmee, 
nd  a number  of  s])ecial  fea- 
ures  of  entertainment.

The  trains  run  to  the  extreme  end,  where 
ocean-going  steamers  are  ever  taking 
on  or  discharging  cargoes.

The  Pinellas  Peninsuila,  as  that  narrow 
strip  of  land  which  lies  between  Tampa 
Bay  and  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  is  called  is 
one  of  the  most  inviting  sections  of  Flor- 
ida. It  IS  typically  tropical  in  its  climate 
fore.st  and  plant  life.  It  has  stood  the 
tests  of  the  occasional  killing  frosts  better 
than  the  other  sections  of  the  .state  of  the 
s.inie  latitude,  owing  to  its  being  almost 
.surrounded  by  the  warm  waters  of  the 
Gulf  and  the  Bay.

Here  fire  the  old  govern- 
ment buildings  and  the  sites  of  Jamaica’s 
finest  buildings,  now  going  to  decay. 
Here,  also,  is  the  famous  statue  by  Bacon 
of  Admiral  John  Rodney,  the  hero  of 
17S1,  the  defender  of  Jamaica  from  the 
French.  The  drives  around  Spanish 
Town,  Kingston  and  the  whole  of  the 
Island  of  Jamaica  are  eelebrated  for  their 
smoothness,  being  built  of  macadam  and 
kept  in  e.xcellent  preservation. 

Thirteen  miles  farther  on  is  King.ston, 
the  present  seat  of  the  government.  It 
has  a population  of  40,000  and  is  pict- 
iire.squely  situated  at  the  foot  of  the 
Liguanca  Plains,  at  the  head  of  the 
splendid  harbor  formed  by  the  arm  of 
the  Palisadocs.  at  the  outer  end  of  which 
is  Port  Royal.  Its  streets  are  good;  it 
is  well  lighted  by  electriOity ; has  a good 
street  railway,  and  possesses  excellent 
stores. 

Near  Kingston  are  many  attractive 
suburbs,  notably  Halfway  Tree,  Constant 
Sju'ing,  Stony  Hill,  Castleton  and  Gordon 
Town.  From  Kingston,  side  trips  ma 
be  taken  by  rail  to  the  adjacent  country, 
or  by  the  shijis  of  the  Royal  Mail  Stefim 
Packet  Company^  to  the  Windward  Isl- 
ands, Barbadoes,  Colon,  Carthagena  and 
other  points,  at  all  of  which  the  traveler 
will  find  new  scenes  and  experience  new 
delights. 

Thc.se  excursions  of  the  Plant  Line  to 
Jamaica  form  one  of  most  inviting  op- 
portunities to  those  who  are  in  J'lorida 
to  extend  their  trip  and  visit  what  is 
beyond  question  the  most  beautiful,  trop- 


ical and  picturesque  island  of  the  West 
Indies.  The  voyage  is  always  enjoyable 
because  of  the  uniform  smoothness  of 
sea  in  this  latitude.  Tourists  may  at 
their  option  return  by  the  same  steamer 
or  prolong  their  stay.  The  ships  in  this 
service  are  superb  in  every  detail  and 
tlie  cuisine  is  maintained  at  the  highe.st 
standard. 

The  steamers  of  the  Plant  Line  make 
the  journey  over  the  warm  waters  of  the 
Gulf  Stream  from  Key  West  to  Hav’aua 
at  night.  They  sail  from  Key  West  at 
9 30  r.,M.  and  .soon  wind  themselves  out 
into  placid  waters  of  the  harbor  decked 
with  colored  lights  on  every  side  and 
gleaming  beneath  the  clear  sky  of  a 
tropical  night  glittering  with  countless 
twinkling  stars.

ting  the  territory  of  the  United  States 
and  Cuba  is  only  a hundred  miles,  and 
the  fleet  steamers  of  the  Plant  System 
are  off  the  Cuban  coast  at  the  dawn  of 
day.  It  is  just  as  the  day  is  breaking 
that  the  steamer  enters  the  harbor  of 
Havana,  passing  directly  be- 
neath the  brow  of  the  sombre 
and  historic  Morro  Castle  By 
the  time  the  passengers  are  out 
of  their  staterooms  and  on  deck, 
the  ship  has  slowly  and  quietly 
drifted  to  her  anchorage  in  the 
beautiful  harbor.  The  morn- 
ing sun  beams  peacefully  upon 
the  glittering  white  city  that 
stretches  out  over  the  rising 
hills  and  slo})es  and  tinges  the 
towers  and  domes  of  Havana. 
Not  far  away  over  the  deep 
blue  waters  of  the  harbor  are 
anchored  several  Spanish  men- 
of-war,  and  the  soft,  iow  calls 
of  the  buglers  come  floating 
over  the  way  in  soothing  har- 
mony with  the  drowsy,  dreamy 
environment.

tongue.  In  these  littlle  boats 
the  tourists  are  take®  to  the 
muc/iina,  or  gateway  I'roni  the 
waters  into  tlie  city  of  |l  lavana. 
Havana  has  been  called  the 
iris  of  the  West.  Just  what  significance 
this  bears  must  be  estimated  by  the  sight- 
seer who  has  seen  them  both.  Havana 
certainly  has  that  glitter  and  flash  to  a 
certain  degree  that  Paris  ]>rides  itself  in.

In  the  foregoing  pages  the  writer  has 
undertaken  to  touch  briefly  u])on  a few 
f the  many  deliglitful  places  which  may 
be  visited  in  l^lorida  and  the  neighboring 
islands,  Cuba  and  Jamaica.
